A. PROCEDURE 

1, An application was filed before me Under Rules 5 of the Custom Tariff (Transitional 
Product Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002 by M/s. Bharat Forge Ltd, Mundhawa, 
Pune - 411 036 for imposition of safeguard duties on increased imports of iront axle 
beam, steering knuckles (also known as axle arm or stub axle) and crankshaft 
whether forged or machined, originating in or exported from China to protect the 
domestic producers of front axle beam, steering knuckles and crankshaft whether 
forged or machined against market disruption caused or threatening to be caused by 
the increased imports from People’s Republic of China. Having satisfied that the 
requirements of Rule 5 were met, the Notice of Initiation of Safeguard investigation 
concerning imports of Front Axie Beam, Steering Knuckle & Crankshaft of medium 
and heavy commercial vehicles (here in after called the “said products”) into India 
was issued on 02 nd April,2009 and was published in the Gazette of India 
Extraordinary on the same day. A copy of the Notice was also sent to all known 
interested parties as under:

3. Questionnaires were also sent, on the same day, to all known domestic producers and 
importers and exporters asking them to submit their response within 30 days.

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4. All requests for consideration of interested parties and extension of the time period 
were considered and these requests were accepted considering the expediency of 
investigation. 

5. The applicant had requested for provisional safeguard duty and provided evidences of 
critical circumstances in case of Crankshaft and thus preliminary findings were 
considered in the case of Crankshaft. The need to impose immediate safeguard 
measures was examined as per the Rule 9 of Customs Tariff (Transitional product 
Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002 issued vide Notification No. 34/2002-NT- 
Customs dated 11.06.2002 which prescribes that the Director General shall proceed 
expeditiously with the conduct of the investigation and in critical circumstances, he 
may record a preliminary finding regarding serious injury or threat of serious injury. 
On the basis of the above, preliminary finding was issued on 8 l April 2009 
recommending safeguard duty at the rate of 20% ad valorem on Crankshaft of 
medium and heavy commercial vehicles when imported from Peoples Republic of 
China. However, no provisional safeguard duty was imposed. 

6. A public hearing was held on 4 th August 2009, notice for which was sent on 20 th July, 
2009. All interested parties who participated in the public hearing were requested to 
file a written submission of the views presented orally in terms of sub rule (6) of rule 
6 of the Custom Tariff (Transitional Product Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002. 
Copy of written submission filed by one interested party was made available to all the 
other interested parties. Interested parties were also given an opportunity to file 
rejoinder, if any, to the written submissions of other interested parties. All the views 
expressed by the interested parties either in the written submissions or in the 
rejoinders were examined and have been taken into account in making appropriate 
determination. 

7. The information presented by domestic producers with regard to their production, 
sales, costs and prices, profits, and other injury parameters were verified by on-site 
visits to the plants of the domestic producers to the extent considered necessary. The 
non confidential version of verification report is kept in the public file.-

1 1. Imports from People’s Republic of China have increased in relation to Indian 
production in absolute terms as well as in relative terms; 

12. While market share of China has increased, that of the domestic industry has 
declined; Sales of the domestic industry have declined significantly. Even though 
domestic consumption has declined in the current year, the decline in the sale is 
tar disproportionate to the decline in consumption, as is evident from the decline 
m the market share of the domestic industry and Indian Producers as a whole. 

13. Whereas the market share of the Indian Producers as a whole has declined, that of 
imports from China has increased. 

14. Sales of the domestic industry have declined in absolute terms and growth in 
domestic demand is being captured by Chinese imports. 
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15. The production lines of the said products can be used to manufacture products 
other than the said products. Therefore, instead of taking the product specific 
manufacturing capacity Hours of use of the production line may be considered as 
an indicator of capacity utilization. The capacity utilization calculated this way 
has registered sharp decline. 

16. Decline in sales volumes and consequently production & capacity utilization 
led to substantial decline in profits, return on investment and cash flow. Even if 
the applicant has been able to get price changes necessitated as a result of changes 
in the input costs, the volumes lost have led to substantial reduction in profits of 
the domestic industry. 

17. The applicant has suffered threat of market disruption and market disruption. The 
threat of market disruption and market disruption are visible during the quarter 
October-December 2008.Increased imports are the main factors that affect the 
domestic producers. In order to cover the injury on the ground of dumping or 
subsidized prices an application has been filed before the Designated Authority of 
Anti dumping and allied duties for Front axle beam, Steering knuckles and 
crankshaft. However as apparent from the initiation notification dated 8 
December 2008 the Designated Authority found only Front Axle beam and 
steering knuckles fit for investigation .The applicants seek remedy on account of 
injury, which is attributable to factors other than dumping and subsidy. In other 
words, the remedy sought is for the injury that is attributable to increased imports. 
In case of crankshaft no antidumping investigation is being carried out and thus 
the injury is on account of increased imports only. 

18. The market disruption and threat of market disruption is established by significant 

increase in import in relation to production/consumption in India, which 
aggravated in Oct.-Dec.08. Even though demand for the products under 

consideration has declined as a result of global slowdown in the automobile 
sector, imports from China have increased. This has resulted in steep decline in 
the demand for domestic industry product leading to significant decline in sales 
volumes and consequently production and capacity utilization. The domestic 
industry is faced with significant idling of production capacity as a result of 
increased imports. 

19. There is direct causal link between increased imports and market disruption, and 
increased imports leading to market disruption are on account of unforeseen 
circumstances. 
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20. They have submitted import data, data relating to economic parameters, cost data 
duly certified by cost accountant to justify their claims and requested for 
imposition of Safeguard Duty on imports from China. 

MEWS OF THE GOVERNMENT OF CHINA AND THE CHINA 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE FOR IMPORT AND EXPORT OF 
M ACHINERY AND ELECTRONICS PRODUCT 

21. The Government of China and China Chamber of Commerce for Import and 
Export of Machinery and Electronics product have made the following 
submission; 

22. The Chinese imports of FAB, SK & CRK to India have not increased rapidly. The 
data selected by the applicant and the analysis done has no comparison basis. The 
absolute quantity of the Chinese imports is very small. 

23. The Chinese imports have shown decline from Oct.2008 and the trend is 
declining. 

24. The Chinese automobile parts have a broad domestic market and need no further 
development of the market abroad. The increase in Chinese imports is not 
sustainable as the import is only by M/s Ashok Leyland. It is apparent from the 
fact that Chinese enterprises have either slowed down, or, stopped export to India. 

25. There is no market disruption as the applicant has a good profitability and they are 
investing in new projects. 

26. The increased import is not the cause of injury, if any, as the downturn of the 
global automobile market is an important cause for the drop in the business 
performance of the applicant. Further, the Indian automobile market has seen 
steep fall in performance which has affected the performance of the applicant too. 

27. Devaluation of Indian Currency is also the reason of losses suffered by the 
applicants. 

28. Increase in raw material prices has also affected the performance of the 
applicants. 

29. Imposition of Safeguards measure is not in favor of the interest of Indian auto 
manufacturers, who are reeling under serious depression on account of shrinking 
of demand. The Bharat Forge Ltd. has abused its dominant market position and by 
taking advantage of that the applicants maintain high price and obtain huge profit. 
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30. The Chinese manufacturers have adopted certain techniques and technologies 
which have resulted in prolonged service at reduced cost. The imposition of 
Safeguard Duty will deprive the Indian auto manufacturers of the cost advantage. 

3h The safeguard measure is not in favour of the bilateral Industrial 
Complementation between China and India. 

32. The applicant being a large scale enterprise having a certain reputation in India 
Asia Pacific, and even in global extent there is not only trade competition but also 
investment and other forms of co-operation between the applicant and the Chinese 
enterprises. CCME is of the opinion that there is a bright prospect and broad space 
in the field of co-operation in trade between the Indian and Chinese automobile 
and its parts industry. Therefore, CCME hopes that the Indian side will, taking an 
overall stand of China and Indian economic and trade cooperation, strengthen the 
foundation of cooperation of both sides. 

VTFWS OF THE EXPORTERS OF CHINA^ 

33. The exporters of China including Tianrun Crankshaft Co. Ltd, Hubei Tri-Ring 
Auto Axle Co Ltd, Hubei Tri-Ring Forging Co Ltd have made following 
submissions. 

34. There are no unforeseen developments. 

35. Safeguard measure may be adopted only if increase in imports is a result of 
obligations undertaken under WTO including tariff concessions as per Art. 
XIX: 1(a) of GATT. India has not made any commitments under the WTO for the 
HSN 7326.90 and 7326.19 and hence, the conditions have not been met. 

36. There were no imports of crankshaft prior to April 08 and after Dec. 08. During 
the nine month period from Apr to Dec. 08, the petitioner claims that 447 MT of 
crankshaft were imported. 

37. There is no causal Link. 

38. It is an accepted position of the domestic industry that their business has been 
severely hit due to global recession and resulting effect on automobile sector and 
the injury, if any, is on account of demand contraction. 

39. In October - December 2008, Domestic M&HCV production plunged by 6_% m 
a YoY basis while the overall passenger & Commercial vehicle production 
dropped by 20% . Similar sharp declines were witnessed in the US & European 

Automotive industry.

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48. There is no causal Link. The figures show, assuming Petitioner’s data to be 
correct, that monthly average import of 37.5 MT is resulting into a fall of 368 MT 
in sales per month. This is absurd and incomprehensible. This sufficiently proves 
that there are other dominant reasons for the alleged market disruption 

49. It is an accepted position of the domestic industry that their business has been 
severely hit due to global recession and resulting effect on automobile sector. The 
injury, if any, is on account of demand contraction. 

50. In October - December 2008, Domestic M&HCV production plunged by 62% on 
a YoY basis while the overall passenger & Commercial vehicle production 
dropped by 20%. Similar sharp declines were witnessed in the.US & European 
Automotive industry. 

51. A look at the financial position of the domestic industry would reveal that it has 
seen decline in production, revenue etc even in the last quarter of FY 09 when 
there were no imports from China. Thus, there is no relation between imports and 
decline in profits. 

52. The Director General of Anti-Dumping and Allied Duties (DGAD) is already 
investigating into the allegation of dumping of aforesaid products vide its 
initiation notice No.l4/19/2008-DGAD dated December 8, 2008. In the light of 
paragraph 1 of Annexure to the Custom Tariff (Transitional Product Specific 
Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002, we request the Director General to terminate 
investigation on the aforesaid two products as a concurrent anti-dumping 
investigation is on in respect of these two products. 

53. Attention has been drawn to relevant portion from Panel and Appellate Body 
Reports on recession (tequila effect) and demand contraction. In brief, these 
Reports obligate the DG to analyze and segregate the effect of recession and 
demand contraction before making a determination on causal link between 
increased imports and serious injury. 

54. In light of the above submissions, the investigation should be terminated. 

Findings 

55. Domestic Industry: The application has been filed by M/s Bharat Forge Ltd. 
The share of the applicant in production of the said products lor the years 2006-

Period of Investigation: 

58. The Law: The Customs Tariff Act, 1975, the Custom Tariff (Transitional Product 
Specific Safeguard Duty) Rules, 2002, the Agreement on Safeguard or the 
relevant Article XIX of GATT does not specifically define what the Period of 
Investigation should be. However, the issue of period of investigation has been 
dealt extensively in the panel’s report on Argentina Footwear as well as Appellate 
Body Report on Argentina Footwear, which are being produced below; 

“Argentina- safeguard measures on imports of Footwear; Report of the 
Panel 

8.216 Regarding the investigation's almost exclusive reliance on end- 

point-to-end-point comparisons in its analysis of the changes in the situation of the 
industry, we have the same concerns as were noted above with regard to the 
“increased imports ” analysis. Here we note in particular that if intervening trends 
are not systematically considered and factored into the analysis, the competent 
authorities are not fulfilling Article 4.2(afs requirement to analyse "all relevant 
factors", and in addition, the situation of the domestic industry is not ascertained in 
full. For example, the situation of an industry whose production drops drastically 
in one year, but then recovers steadily thereafter, although to a level still somewhat 
below the starting level, arguably would be quite different from the situation of an 
industry whose production drops continuously over an extended period. An end- 
point-to-end-point analysis might be quite similar in the two cases, whereas 
consideration of the year-to-year changes and trends might lead to entirely 
opposite conclusions. 

8.217 We believe that consideration of changes over the course of the 
investigation period in the various injury factors is indispensable for determining 
whether an industry is seriously injured or imminently threatened with serious 
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injury. An end-point-to-end-point comparison, without consideration of 
intervening trends, is very unlikely to provide a full evaluation of all relevant 
factors as required

The l a nel, in footnote 530 to para. 8.166 of the Panel Report, recognizes that the 
present tense is being used, which it states "would seem to indicate that, whatever 
the starting-point of an investigation period, it has to end no later than the very 
recent past. " (emphasis added) Here, we disagree with the Panel. We believe that 
the relevant investigation period shou ld not only end in t he very recent past, the 
investigation period should be the recent past. 


59. From the above it is apparent that neither the Agreement on Safeguard nor the 
relevant provisions of WTO provide specific guidelines on the period of 
investigation. The Appellate Body Report has given its finding in unequivocal 
terms that the relevant investigation period should not only end in the very recent 
past; the investigation period should be the recent past. Therefore, the period after 
filing of the application cannot be ignored for the purpose of determination of 
increased imports, market disruption and causal link between the two. 

60. Increased imports; The applicants have provided data up to December in the 
application relating to imports of the said products from People’s Republic of 
China into India. The import related information is as mentioned below in the 
tables. The other interested parties have contended that there was no import of 
Crankshaft of medium and heavy commercial vehicles after January, 2009 till July 
2009. The domestic industry could not provide any evidence that there was any 
import of crank shaft since January, 2009. Accordingly, it is noted that there was 
import of crankshaft during April-December 2008. There was no import earlier, 
or, later. Therefore, the import of crankshaft was temporary in nature. Regarding 
Front Axle Beam of medium and heavy commercial vehicles, and Steering 
Knuckles of medium and heavy commercial vehicles, there is increase in imports 
till December, 2008.

Market Disruption : 

61. Sales: The average monthly sales volume of the domestic industries reduced to 
5583 MT in April to December, 2008 compared to 17292 MT in the year 2007-08 
in case of Front Axle Beam of medium and heavy commercial vehicles. The fall 
in sales during the period has been 67.7%. 

62 r In case of Steering Knuckles of medium and heavy commercial vehicles the sales 
volume of the domestic industries has reduced to 920 MT in April to December, 
2008 compared to 3005 MT in the year 2007-08. The fall in average monthly 
sales in this case has been 59.2%. 

63. In case of Crankshaft of medium and heavy commercial vehicles the sales volume 
of the domestic industries has reduced to 916 MT in Apr. to December, 2008 
compared to 15404 MT in the year 2007-08. The fall in average monthly sales in 
this case has been 28.66%.

Employment: The applicant is a multiproduct company, having significant 
domestic and export market, employment and wages have not got affected. The 
number of employees of the Domestic Industry was 1887 in 2006-07, which 
increased to 1923 in 2007-08 and remained same in 2008-09 too. 

Productivity: The production has seen downward trend but the number of 
employees remained stagnant. The productivity has seen downward trend in 
tandem with the production figures. 

Return on capital employed: The return on capital employed of domestic 
industries for the said products has also gone down significantly, which is evident 
from Table 11 below:

Causal Link: 

Front Axle Beam of medium and heavy commercial vehicles: Antidumping 
duty on this product was imposed vide Notification No. 65/2009-Customs dated 
15 I,! June, 2009 based on preliminary findings vide notification No. 14/19/2008- 
DGAD dated the 24th April, 2009. It prima-facie implies that certain parts of 
injury was attributed to dumping, for which necessary remedy has been provided. 
Further, the applicants have not provided any information to segregate the injury 
which cannot be attributed to dumping but to increased imports only. 

Steering Knuckles for Medium or heavy commercial vehicle: Antidumping 
duty on this product was imposed vide Notification No. 65/2009-Customs dated. 
I5 111 June, 2009 based on preliminary findings vide notification No. 14/19/2008- 
DGAD dated the 24th April, 2009. It prima-facie implies that certain parts of 
injury were attributed to dumping, for which necessary remedy has been 
provided. Further, the applicants have not provided any information to segregate 
the injury which cannot be attributed to dumping but to increased imports only. 
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74. Crankshaft: It is observed that the average monthly sales during April- 
December, 2008 have gone down by 368 MT/Month but the imports have 
increased by 119MT/Month. This means the market has shrunk during the same 
period. Therefore, the injury is partly attributable to decline in demand on account 
of slow down of the Automobile sector during the same period. The domestic 
industry could not produce evidence in support of the contention that even though 
the injury is partly attributable to decline in demand, the increased import is the 
‘substantial cause’. Further, no information to segregate the injury attributable to 
loss in demand and injury on account of increased imports was available in either 
the application or in the subsequent written submissions. 

Conclusion and Recommendation : 

75. Based on the above, it is concluded that the increase in imports in the case of 
Crankshaft has been temporary in nature. Further, there is no sufficient evidence 
of causal link between the increased import of products under consideration and 
the market disruption of the domestic industry. 

76. Accordingly, no safeguard duty on imports of Front Axle Beam of medium and 
heavy commercial vehicles. Steering Knuckles for Medium or heavy commercial 
vehicle and Crankshaft of Medium and Heavy commercial vehicles from People’s 
Republic of China are recommended.
